Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  hereby  present  my  report  for  the  year  1941,  a  year. 
Owing  to  the  War,  of  vastly  increased  legislative  and  Civil  Defence 
duties  with  resulting  heavy  calls  upon  the  personnel  of  all  health  and 
administrative  services  as  well  as  the  general  public. 

Again,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  strict  economy,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  advised  curtailment  of  all  reports,  hence  only 
a  skeleton  outline  of  essential  and  urgent  matters  appertaining  to  public 
health  will  be  mentioned. 

As  before,  the  Report  Centre  at  the  Council  Offices  has 
been  manned  by  at  least  JO  Volunteers  and  Paid  workers,  a  minimum  of  6 
being  always  present.  The  purpose  of  this  is,  that  should  an  air-raid 
occur,  messages  would  be  received  from  Wardens  at  out-posts  with  the 
result  that  the  staff  at  the  Centre  would  at  once  initiate  the  proper 
measures  for  Civil  Defence. 

It  has  been  unfortunate  for  Civil  Defence  workers  that 
the  last  three  winters  have  been  so  severe.  Volunteers  deserve  our 
highest  praise  in  the  fact  that  they  have  conscientiously  and  promptly 
attended  to  their  allotted  tasks  in  order  to  perform  any  work  that  an 
emergency  might  require.  When  we  recollect  the  fact  that  most  of  these 
Volunteers  have  their  own  livelihood  to  make,  our  praise  cannot  be  too 
fulsome. 

All  constructive  policy  is  still  in  abeyance.  The  long 
drawn  out  winter  reaped  a  heavy  mortality  among  the  old  people.  More 
than  half  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over. 
Deaths  from  Cancer  showed  a  low  total  of  J2  in  spite  of  the  population 
now  surviving  to  a  greater  age  when  Cancer  is  more  prevalent. 

As  one  would  expect,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  exact  a 
heavy  toll  among  the  old  people,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  heart  muscle 
wears  out  from  the  bur don  of  many  years  of  trial  and  strife.

DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 


During  1941  there  were  201  deaths  registered  as  having  occurred 
within  the  District,  namely  104  males  and  97  females. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  in  the  District,  which  occurred 
outside  the  District  was  50  males  and  40  females. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  when  corrected  for  the  inward  and  outward 
transfers,  is  1-54  males  and  1^7  females. 

The  death-rate  (corrected  for  outward  and  inward  transfers)  and  including 
deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages,  was  12.9  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.9 
COMPARABILITY  FACTOR  :  The  variety  and  magnitude  of  local  population 


movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths,  have  together 
combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt  to  secure  comparability  between  local 
Death  Rates  by  the  use  of  an  Areal  Comparability  Factor,  and  the 
preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  are  being  suspended  by  the 
Registrar  General,  under  present  conditions.  Therefore,  the  Death  Rate 
of  12.9  is  merely  the  Crude  Death  Rate  and  cannot  be  corrected  at  present 
for  the  District.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  85.4  is  above  the  a  verage.  Of  the 
3O  infantile  deaths,  12  died  outside  the  District,  eleven  were  due  to 
Premature  Birth  and  Birth  Injuries, and  the  remainder  from  Bronchitis, 
Enteritis  and  Pneumonia.  War-time  always  has  an  adverse  effect  on 
Infant  Deaths  e.g.  Mother  going  out  to  work  for  long  hours  before  and 
after  the  birth  ;  shortage  of  certain  food  stuffs  and  the  general  strain 
of  war .

There  have  been  5 6  cases  admitted  to  the  Rural  District  Isolation 
Hospital*  from  Usworth  Aerodrome  and  other  military  camps  in  the 
District.  The  accommodation  for  these  men  has  been  adequate  and  the 
admissions  from  these  sources  has  caused  no  interference  with 
admissions  from  the  ordinary  civilian  population. 

Nineteen  cases  were  admitted  from  Sunderland  Borough*  one  from  Seaham 
and  one  from  Boldon. 


PREVALENCE  OF*  AND  CONTROL  OVER*  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


During  the  year  1941*  7^1  cases  of  infectious  disease*  including  all 
forms  of  Tuberculosis*  were  notified*  as  compared  with  926  for  the 
previous  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER, 


The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  was  1-9*  this  figure  shows 
a  decline  from  that  of  last  year*  which  was  58° 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  caused  no  anxiety < 

DIPHTHERIA. 


The  figure  for  notifications  for  this  disease  57*  is  lower  than  last 
year*  which  was  6 4.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  gave  little 
cause  for  anxiety.  Only  one  death  occurred  from  this  disease. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health*  a  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
Scheme  was  brought  into  being  in  the  Spring.  The  steps  taken  were  ; 
consent  slips  were  given  to  all  school  children  *  sanction  for  the  above 
being  obtained  from  the  Education  Committee  ;  handbills  and  posters 
exhibited  ;  local  doctors  informed  and  their  consent  to  perform  the 
work  at  an  agreed  scale  of  payment  obtained.  Consent  forms  were 
collected*  particulars  extracted  and  lists  made  up  for  the  local 
doctors  to  perform  the  work.  The  serum  was  provided  free  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Two  injections  were  given  to  each  consenting 
child  from  the  age  of  nine  months  to  fifteen  years.  Hie  result  was

most  gratifying.  Some  75%  of  "the  child  population  being  immunised 
and  this  giving  them  98%  protection  against  Diphtheria. 

Thanks  are  due  to  School  Teachers  for  their  assistance  in  this 
scheme .

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DISINFECTION . 


Disinfection  of  premises  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Staff  on  the 
removai  of. all  cases  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  on  the  termination 
of  the  period  of  isolation  ,  if  the  patient  has  been  nursed  at  home. 

The  bedding  etc.  of  the  patient  is  disinfected  in  the  "Thresh”  Steam 
isinfector  at  the  Hospital.  Disinfections  are  also  carried  out  at 

houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of  a  person  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
has  occurred. 

WATER  SUPPLIES . 


v  4-^S  e  district. is  supplied  by  the  Sunderland  &  South  Shields 

vater  Board.  .  Bacteriological  Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the-  owners 
this  examination  is  necessary  in  case  any  water-bourne'  disease  is  brought 
into  the  district  by  troops  and  evacuees. 


.tiT  EAST,  I.ilDDLiii  ^iND  WEST  HERRINGTON  —  Many  of  the  houses  are  supplied 
by  the  Lambton,  -He t ton  and  Joicey  Colliery  Company  from  their  pumping 
station  situated  in  Silksworth  Lane,  this  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 


AT  OFFERTON  -  The  ■  supply  to  this  Village  is  from  a  Well  situated  in  a 
field  to  the .north-west  of  the  Village.  The  water  is  lifted  from  the  Well 
oy  a  pump  which. is  driven  by  a  Windmill  and  the  water  is  stored  in  iron 
storage  tanks  situated  near  Offer ton  Hall.  From  thence  it  is  led  to  the 
various  houses  In  the  District,  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

AT . COXGREEN  -  The  only  source  of  water  supply  to  this  Village  is  from 
p  prmg  known  as  The  Alice  Well  which  is  situated  on  the  Riverside  Road 
to  the  west  of  the  Village. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE.  .  . 


During  the;  year,  your  Officials  continued  with  the  Training  in  First  Aid 
Anti-gas,  Report  Centre  Administration  and  other  branches  of  Civil  Defence 
for  . olunteers  and  others -who  required  refresher  courses.  This  army 
consists  of  Wardens,  First  Aid  Parties,  Ambulance  Drivers  A  Attendants, 
Personnel  of. the  First  Aid  Posts,  Administrators  of  Report  Centre. 

e contamination  Squads,  Rescue  Brigades,  Car  Drivers  and  others.  Collective 
and  individual  training  were : given  to  all. 

Owing  to  the  call  up  for  Military  Service  there  has  been  a  progressive 
depletion  of  male  volunteers,  hence  there  are  vacancies  for  males  in  most 
of  the  above  services. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  -  SCAVENGING  OF  HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour.  The  work  is  dealt  with  by  5  drivers,  17  Loaders  and  2  tip 
men  with  the  assistance  of  5  Harrier  Bantam  Refuse  Vehicles. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  (i.e.,  from  Ryhope,  Silksworth  and  Tuns tall)  is 
disposed  of  at  the  Cherry knowle  Tip  by  the  system  known  as  "Controlled 
Tipping",  the  seal  being  effected  with  soil  dug  and  secured  on  the  site 
of  the  tip. 

The  site  is  very  extensive  and  will  provide  tipping  by  the  Council  for  a 
considerable  number  of  years. 

The  refuse  from  the  remaining  parishes  (i.e..  Ford,  Coxgreen, Herrington 
and  Castletown)  is  also  in  the  main  disposed  of  by  a  modified  form  of 
"Control"  but  in  these  days  when  the  land  plays  such  a  large  part  in  the 
national  war  effort,  every  assistance  possible  is  given  to  the  local  farmer, 
in  the  way  of  tipping  refuse  on  the  fields,  especially  the  contents  of 
privy  middens. 

12,626  tons  of  refuse  was  dealt  with  during  the  year,  representing  a 
weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  about  242  tons. 

SALVAGE . 


It  is  very  pleasing  to  learn  that  it  has  been  found  possible  to  maintain 
a  "special  day"  collection  of  all  salvage  materials. 

The  enormous  advantage  of  this  scheme,  in  my  opinion,  is  that  the 
residents  know  that  salvage  is  being  collected  on  a  certain  day  of  each 
week  and  make  the  effort  to  have  the  materials  ready  for  collection. 

There  are,  of  course,  many  difficulties  and  faults,  both  on  the  part  of 
the  residents  and  the  collections,  the  difficulties  of  the  latter  are  due  to 
the  poor  condition  of  the  vehicles  and  the  inability  to  secure  their  early 
repair  after  breakdown. 

Although  it  will  be  ag  reed  that  the  returns  are  very  satisfactory,  still 
more  can  be  done  to  reach  a  higher  standard. 

From  the  undermentioned  analysis  it  will  be  seen  that  the  waste  paper 
provides  the  main  source  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  from  crushed  tins  being 
an  easy  second. 

In  connection  with  the  disposal  of  crushed  tins,  I  would  like  to  comment 
upon  the  very  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Henry  Bell.  He  has,  since  the 
commencement  of  the  salvage  scheme,  loaned  his  steam  roller  to  the  Council 
free  of  charge,  provided  that  the  wages  are  paid  to  the  person  responsible 
for  the  working  of  the  roller.

The  summary  shows  that  the  bulk  of  the  notices  served  have  been, 
as  heretofore,  of  an  informal  character  and  include  letters  and  verbal 
intimations  on  interview.

Of  the  517  choked  drains  referred  to  above  it  is  alarming  to  find  that 
505  occurred  in  the  Council  Houses.  This  is  due  to  the  bad  arrangement 
of  the  drainage  in  a  large  number  of  Council  Houses  and  causes  a  lot  of 
inconvenience  to  the  residents. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that,  at  the  opportune  time,  the  drains 
of  Council  Houses  be  overhauled  and  re-arranged  where  necessary .

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  number  of  registered  milk  producers  and  retailers  in  the  District 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows

Three  producers  licences  to  deal  in  "Tuberculin  Tested”  and  five 
producers  licences  to  deal  in  "Accredited”  milk  granted  by  the  County 
Council  is  held  in  the  District  and  the  distribution  licences  for 
the  sa  le  of  these  grades  of  milk  granted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  public  must  at  all  times  by  safeguarded  against  the  consumption 
of  "unclean”  milk.  The  production  of  "clean”  milk  is  an  easy  task 
provided  that  reasonable  care  is  taken  by  the  producer’s  staff. 

In  order  to  ascertain  that  reasonable  care  is  taken,  the  cowsheds 
and  dairies  of  all  farms,*  together  with  milk  floats,  churns  and 
measures  are  under  constant  supervision  and  inspection. 

Upon  several  occasions  it  was  found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  purveyors  tocontraventions  committed,  e.g.  insufficient  care  to 
personal  hygiene. 

(b)  MEAT  INSPECTION. 


The  regular  inspection  of  carcases  was  maintained  during  the  year  on 
the  principle  that  the  essence  of  good  inspection  in  the  matter 
of  ensuring  a  safe  meat  supply  to  the  District  is  that  it  should  be 
regular,  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

The  slaughtering  of  all  animals  for  human  food  is  carried  out  in  the 
Government  Controlled  Slaughter-house,  Ryhope,  and  serves  the  Seaharn 
Urban  as  well  as  our  own  District. 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  before  being  exposed  for  sale, 
and  as  slaughtering  is  carried  on  at  various  hours  of  the  day (Holidays 
included),  it  has  meant  that  a  considerable  amount  of  "overtime”  is 
essential,  however,  ample  compensation  is  received  for  such  work  in  the 
way  of  personal  satisfaction  which  accrues  from  the  knowledge  that  the 
work  is  performed  efficiently  and  conscientiously  thus  contributing 
largely  to  the  prevention  of  the  sale  of  diseased  and  unwholesome  meat.
